There- 
fore, the school district will 
have 20 precincts for its elec- 
tion and these will roughly 
be based on regular county 
precincts. 

The trustees adopted the 

extra hour policy after hear- 
ing Richert’s explanation. 
«If it doesn’t get more vot- 
ers to the polls than the usual 
7 p.m. closing, they agreed, 
they could shorten the polling 
time to the usual 12 hours.

The citizens’ group recom- 
mended that the rate to be 
sought in an election, tenta- 
tively set to be consolidated 
with a trustee election April 
16, be “open ended.” 

That is, it would not expire 
at the end of three years and 
the tax rate could not revert 
to a state-set maximum of 90 
cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation — the condition which 
forces an election this spring. 

Citizens’ committee Chair- 
man Frank Lodato and mem- 
ber Don Atwater explained 
that their recommended figure 
was based on calculations which 
included: 

1. A stable enrollment. 

2. A continued rise in assess- 
ed valuation of about 2% per 
cent a year. 

3. A five per cent annual in- 
crease in some costs, due to in- 
flation. 

4. The elimination of four 
teachers and one classified em- 
ployee, in keeping with current 
administration recommenda- 
tions. 

The committee did not call 
for modifications of the cur- 
riculum as a means of cutting 
expense. 

ENROLLMENT 

Main change in enrollment 
foreseen by the study group 
was the possible closing of 
Stanford Village, which would 
result in a drop in the number 
of pupils attending from 2214 
this year to an estimated 2135 
in 1965-66. 

But the loss of those pupils 
also would result in the loss of 
some state support, the report 
concluded. 

On hearing the committee’s 
recommendations, trustees ask- 
eu uwisaueutately tor ume to Con- 
sider it. Dr. Hiram Mears sug- 
gested that the study be under- 
taken and that the trustees 
come up with their adoption of 
a final figure on Jan. 22. 

Trustee Dr. Glen Haydon 
asked if the figure was to be 
applied for each of the next 
three years, or if it would 
only be applied to the last of 
the three. 

Lodato replied that the com- 
mittee was “looking at vari- 
ables” and that if the projec- 
tions came out and “with pru- 
dence,” the rate would suffice. 

He added that major savings 
could only be made by cutting 
the district’s program but re- 
capped that the committee 
made no value judgments on 
the instructional program it- 
self, and felt the district was 
being administered competent- 
ly. 
School District business man- 
ager, in a previous projection, 
had indicated he felt a rate of

ation would be better. He said 
the difference was based on 
the use of different percent- 
ages in figuring increases due 
to inflation and built-in incre- 
ments in salaries. 

WILLING TO HELP 

Lodato said his committee 
was willing to help the admin- 
istration study economy meas- 
ures, 

School Board Chairman Wil- 
liam Platt pointed out that a 
report of the district’s profes- 
sional compensation committee 
has not yet been received. 

The administraton has been 
making projections, but the 
teachers haven’t yet indicated 
a firm figure on pay increases 
and increment improvements 
to be asked. 

From the audience, E. R. 
Donalds observed that he didn’t 
see a figure indicating “cost 
per average daily attendance.” 

Lodato explained that this 
could be found by dividing 
the projected enrollment in- 
to the projected budget fig- 
ure. During the next three 
years, he said, the projections 
showed it would rise $40 
from its present $616, to a 
new high of $656. 

The district would have to 
make full use of its legal over- 
ride tax during the third year, 
according to the committee 
projection. The legal “over- 
rides” which the district may 
levy amount to a total of 15 
cents.

Vandal Case 


The fate of 12 Portola Val- 
ley boys involved in a theft 
and vandalism spree during 
the past year was slated for 
decision yesterday by San Ma- 
teo County Superior Court 
Judge J. A. Branson ‘ 

Individual hearings were to 
begin at 9:30 a.m. in the ju- 
venile court case concerned 
with an estimated $1000 in to- 
tal thefts and damage. 

Juvenile probation author- 
ities said Monday they would 
recommend that the youths 
stop associating with each 
ther, except under adult su- 
pervision, and that all be im- 
mediately enrolled in school. 

The boys, all from well-to- 
do families, were reported to 
have victimized 13 parties, no 
tably the Portola Valley School 
and The Family Farm. 

Since the case was uncovered 
in mid-November, the youths 
have been under strict parent- 
al supervision and only allow- 
ed to leave their homes one 
night per week. 

Probation authorities have 
spent on the average of 2% 
hours with each boy and his 
parents in untangling the case 
and seeking complete restitu- 


Two other boys have been 
involved in the case, with 
charges recently dropped 
against one. Disposition of the 
other youth’s case is pending. 

The boys range between 14 
and 16 years of age. 


The ‘Three E's’: 


Traffic Safetymen Explain 
City's Lower Accident Rate 


For the fourth consecutive 
year, Menlo Park has register- 
ed a drop in traffic accidents. 

There were 45 injury acci- 
dents in both 1961 and 1962. 
But there were just 198 prop- 
erty damage accidents in 1961 
as compared with 187 last year. 
However, one fatal accident 
took place last year — the first 
in Menlo Park in four years. 

Police and the head of the 
city’s traffic safety commis- 
sion were in_ substantial 
agreement on reasons for 
the falling accident rate. 

“I think we can safely say 
that our ‘Three E’ program is 
mainly responsible,” observed 
traffic safety commission 
chairman Robert Durfee, a 
member of that board for the 
past 10 years. “By that, I refer 
to ‘Education, Enforcement 
and Engineering’.” 

Police Chief George Potter 
said he believed the police de- 
partment’s use of radar, the 
activities of the traffic safety 
ards and dealing with them, 
growing public awareness of 
hazards and strict enforcement 
play major parts in the trend.

Though mose of the “heavy” 
construction concentrated in 
the city’s industrial zones, oth- 
er areas were affected by ma- 
jor jobs. One of the big ones, 
besides the department store, 
was the $300,000 Sharon 
Heights Golf and Country 
Club. 

Bulk of the residential con- 
struction was concentrated in 
the Stanford Hills and Sharon 
Heights areas, and typical 
homes started were assigned 
valuations of between $25,000 
and $35,000. 

Apartment houses were con- 
structed in many parts of the 
city, including Sharon Heights 
and areas adjacent to down- 
town Menlo Park. 

Besides the $1,000,000 de- 
partment store, construction of 
which was started in March, 
major industrial buildings 
started during the year includ- 
ed: 

Major downtown office 
$110,000; Ely Motors, $163,575; 
Mandrell Industries, $300,000; 
Rapistan of California, $110,- 
000; St. Bede’s Church, $190,- 
000; SRI laboratory, $130,000; 
building in Kavanaugh Indus- 
trial Park, $62,400. 

Sharon Heights convalescent

Wilson explained that the 
‘policy was formulated because 
Redwood City has constructed 
her present facilities and plan- 
ned for future additions by 
using the present and poten- 
tial oity and district service 
areas to estimate the ultimate 
capacity and pipe sizes. 

“Any other annexation or 
addition which is not already 
in the district could only be 
added to the detriment of prop- 
erties which are already in the 
city or district and who have 
been paying taxes therein,” 
Wilson points out. 

Under the circumstances, 
Wilson said “the district would 
not presume to accept annexa- 
tions from outside the water- 
shed area without Redwood Ci- 
ty’s approval.” 

“It would seem appropriate 
for your town officials in Wood- 
side to arrive at some basic de- 
cision as to what areas within 
your town should ultimately 
be sewered and then geto to 
‘gether with Redwood City and 
‘the county to work out the de- 
tails of how it can be accom- 
plished.” 

“Until these arrangements 
can be made,” he wrote, “we 
are not in a position to rec- 
ommend annexations of indi- 
vidual properties from within 
your town limits.” 

Woodside has been eyeing 
the Fair Oaks sewer possibility 
in connection with its Town 
Center Plan. Sewering the 
business area is necessary be- 
fore the plan can be realized.

Sequoia Board Views New Boundary Plan 


El Camino Seen 
As West Limit 


The Sequoia Union High 
School board of trustees, still 
working toward a decision on 
the rearrangement of high 
school boundaries, Tuesday 


discussed a plan which seemed |: 


to find favor with the board 
majority. 

A final board choice will 
probably be made at next 
Thursday’s trustee meeting, 
which is scheduled for 8 p.m. 
in the Sequoia High auditor- 
ium. 

At the moment, the most cri- 
tical point — deciding on a 
boundary between Ravens 

wood and Menlo-Atherton high 
schools — appears to have 
been resolved. 

Here’s what the board ma- 
jority now feels is the most 
acceptable alignment: A boun- 
dary beginning in Belle Haven 
along Hollyburne, crossing 
Bayshore behind the Veterans’ 
Hospital and hitting Middle 
field Road after crossing St. 
Patrick’s Seminary land. 

The boundary’ extends 
north along Middlefield, 
turns west along Ravenswood 
Avenue, and goes to El Ca- 
mino Real, which would be 
the Ravenswood district’s 
westerly boundary. The at 
tendance area line would go 
south to San Francisquito 
Creek, which would be the 
southerly boundary. 

Thus, the Willows-North Palo 
Alto area, the Linfield Oaks 
area and Stanford Village area 
would all send high school stu- 
dents to Ravenswood under 
this plan. 

Mrs. Helen Kerwin, board 
chairman, emphasized after 
the meeting that no final deci- 
sions have been, or could have 
been, made at the Tuesday stu- 
dy session. 

However, she did say that 
board consensus seemed to 
favor this one of several al- 
ternatives presented to 
them. 

Some board members felt, 
however, that all of the Belle 
Haven area — not just part of 
it — should supply students to 
Menio-Atherton. 

They would extend the east- 
of-Bayshore boundary south to 
Willow Road. The group felt 

that complete racial balance 
would be achieved between tihe 
two schools by this move. 

The proposed outline of 
an attendance area for Rav- 
enswood extending west of 
El Camino Real to Olive Av- 
enue, made by Asst. Supt. 
Scovil Mayo at a study meet- 
ing last week, was not ac- 
ceptable to the board major- 
ity. 

Mayo noted at the time that 
he wasn’t making a proposal

More Accidents 
On Streets 
In Atherton 


Traffic accident rate in Ath- 
erton showed a rise of 16 per- 
cent in 1962 as compared to 
1961, figures released by Po- 
lice Chief Leroy Hubbard 
showed today. 

But the accident rate was 
‘falling in the case of at least 
one main thoroughfare through 
town and there have been no 
fatality accidents for the past 
four years, 

Chief Hubbard listed the fol- 
lowing: In 1961 there were 38 
injury accidents and 92 non. 
injury accidents; last year, 
there were 42 injury accidents 
and 109 noninjury accidents in 
the town. 

The accidents were well- 
scattered throughout the 
community, he said, al- 
though El Camino Real re- 
tained the dubious distinc- 
tion of being the scene of 
more accidents thap any oth- 
er street, with 63 accidents 

on it in 1962 as compared 
with 44 in 1961. 

Chief Hubbard pointed out 
that many of the intersections 
with the highway figured in 
accidents along it. 

In 1962, there were nine ac-

Eighty-five drunken drivers 
were arrested in Atherton in 
the year just past. 

But the major causes of ac- 
cidents were right of way vio- 
lations and following too close. 

The accident rate on Ala- 
meda de las Pulgas dropped 
slightly over the year, too, the 
chief went on. 

The department does not 
charter “one shot” traffic law 
enforcement campaigns but 
maintains strict enforcement 
at all times, the Chief said, in 
explaining that the number of 
citations issued for moving 
‘violations had risen from 5516 
in 1961 to 6892 last year. 

“There are just more cars 

on the streets and we at- 
tempt to keep traffic safe at 
all times,” he explained. 

The chief said also that he 
resorts to the use of a “pin 
map” to locate areas where ac- 
cidents appear to be occurring 
with more than expected fre- 
quency. When such spots ap 
Pear, special enforcement mea- 
sures are taken for those areas.

Bike Licensing 
A Good Idea 


Menlo Park and Atherton police have issued their 
annual invitation to owners of new bicycles to have them 
licensed. 

It’s a meaningful invitation. At no cost, the owner of 
a new bike can have its frame number and description 
listed with a law enforcement agency and can be issued 
an appropriate numbered tag. 

It’s a good idea to take advantage of the offer in view 
of the persuasion on the part of a small minority of indi- 
viduals that a bicycle really isn’t anybody's property; it 
belongs to the person who picks it up and rides off on it. 

It is because of this odd persuasion that most stolen 
bicycles turn up abandoned, sooner or later. 

Since a bike may reappear in a town or police juris- 
diction at some distance from the place where it was stolen, 
that description and license number can be the key to get- 
ting it back into the hands of its true owner. 

Considering the “no cost” feature of the licensing and 
the fact that it takes little time to get the job done, bicycle 
licensing is one of the best, cheapest forms of insurance 
for your vehicle that you're apt to run across.

Reporting— 


News, during the holidays, 
can become a fairly scarce 
commodity for a “community” 
newspaper of this sort. 

Meetings of public bodies 
such as the school board or 
city council either have been 
deferred or are not being held 
at all; property developers are 
apt to hold off in their plans 
until after the holidays: even 
the police seem to have fewer 
crimes and accidents to report. 

A tour of a reporter at city 
hall beat doesn’t turn up much 
news but it affords an opror- 
tunity to discuss things on a 
theoretical level with public 
employees. 

One such recent talk in- 
volving a reporter and city 
employees in the planning 
department centered on the 
topic of the strange dicho- 
tomy which newsgatherers 
harbor in their minds. 
Though most reporters are 

alert to evidence of “public 
waste” or public employees 
wasting time at the taxpayers’ 
expense, they’re all too apt 
to contribute to the waste of 
time themselves. 

A reporter may have only a 
hazy idea of what kind of news 


before Christmas. County of- 
fices remained open. Many 
unions have a clause where 
workers have a vacation on 
their birthday. They have 
shorter work weeks generally, 
by about five hours. Federal 
workers were given the day be- 
fore Christmas and no one says 
a word about what this cost U. 
S. taxpayers. We have an idea 
the state employees groups will 
have the axe ready for Stall- 
ings’ measure when it comes up 
for action. 

The county also plans to 
ask the legislature to approve 
a new plan to finance flood 
contro! districts, throwing 
more of the burden on the 
area that would receive the 
most benefit. 


The new addition costing 
nearly $114 million now getting 
under way for the Juvenile 
Hall west of Belmont is the 
largest construction project 
planned for 1963.

Certainly! A big raise in taxes?

he expects to find in a given 
office; it may prove true ‘that 
only by chatting for some 
minutes will he—and the pub- 
lic employee he’s talking to— 
come up with a reasonably 
active-sounding set of facts 
that can be worked into a news 
item. 

Sometimes, no news story 
results. The reporter’s boss 
and the taxpayers will have to 
pay the wages of their func- 
tionaries anyhow — a _ clear 
waste of taxpayers’ money and 
the time they’ve hired. 

Most public employees on 
the administrative level ad- 
mit, however, that public re- 
lations is a very important 
part of the job. They’re will- 
ing to put up with all sorts 
of questions posed by news- 
papermen because they sin- 
cerely believe that better 
public understanding of gov- 
ernment functions is valua- 
ble. 

Showing the public that it’s 
getting something for its 
money makes the tax bill less 
onerous; explanations of why 
certain programs can’t be 
adopted or financed tends to 
quiet some critics. 


‘Wasteful?’ 


The best way these people 
can be reached, of course, is 
through the newspaper, which 
has the advantage of being 
printed in permanent form for 
future reference. 

In this area, most public ad- 
ministrators like to maintain 
close contact with newspaper- 
men, on a_ person-to-person 
basis. In some larger political 
subdivisions “public relations 
men’ are hired to meet with 
the press and hand out state- 
ments purporting to tell what 
the administrator said, or 
would have said had he 
thought of it. 

The public relations men, 
of course, are well entrench- 

ed in private industry. 

They produce _ statements 
from the management, telling 
of company progress and 
hopes, deliver information on 
new products, promotions, new 
executives hired and a host of 
other items concerning their 
special firm. 

Normally, these items are 
valid as news. But it can be 
pointed out that no public re- 
lations man is going to set up a 
story critical of his firm or

Madame President and Members of the Board: 

I should like to urge your serious consideration of the 
proposal made by Mr. Green at the December 19 meeting. 

This was the suggestion that the Sequoia Union High 
School District be divided into three areas of two schools 
each, one of the two schools in each area to be designated 
and programmed as a college preparatory school, the other 
as a general high school with a strong industrial arts pro- 
gram. (Future schools could be designated as either, de- 
pending on the need. ) 

I understand that this plan has been used success- 
fully in San Francisco for some years, in Chicago and in 
other big cities. Certainly the Sequoia District has at- 
tained a size large enough to merit this kind of planning; 
certainly it is a far more equitable kind of planning since 
it is based on real student abilities and interests — as op- 
posed to any planning based only on arbitrary geographic 
location. 

In addition, it would tend to reinforce the academic 
capacities of those so inclined, insuring for them a more 
congenial atmosphere for study achievement —just as it 
would tend to lessen academic pressures on students less 
talented in these areas, allowing them more time and a 
greater prestige for their own talents and areas of capability. 

I realize that geographic location would still affect 
enrollment to a considerable extent, particularly in areas 
where sociological attitudes have discouraged academic 
achievement for minority groups. On the other hand, the 
“minority” student showing academic ability would now be 
encouraged to a greater degree since he would be assigned 
to a school geared to this kind of effort. 

Sufficiently high standards required of students in the 
college-oriented school would serve to balance enrollment 
capacity. 

This kind of planning would also tend to lessen the 
degree of “country club” reputation mow inlerent at (at 
least) one school in the district where the school is located 
in an area of many substantially affluent families. This, in 


its own way, is a sociological condition affecting student 
production!

A member of the National 
Academy of Sciences and pres- 
ident of the American Chemi- 
cal Society during 1962, Dr. 
Folkers came to SRI from 
Merck & Co. Rahway, N.J., 
where he was vice president 
for exploratory speech. 


He will succeed E. Finley 
Carter, director of the Insti- 
tute since 1956 and president 
since 1959, who then be- 
comes senior management 
counselor and continues as 
a member of SRI’s board of 
directors. 


Dr. Folkers is best known 


as the leader of the research: 
group at Merck which discov- ; 


ered vitamin B. He has heen 
concerned with the chemistry 
of numerous problems in the 
field of health and disease, 
particularly vitamins and anti- 
biotics. 

He was co-recipient of the 
Mead Johnson and Company 
award in 1940 and again in 
1949 for research in the vita- 
min B complex. 

HONORS 

His professional honors in- 
clude the American Chemical 
Society Award in pure chemis- 
try (1941); a Presidential Cer- 
tificate of Merit for work with 
the Office of Scientific Re- 
search and _ Development 
(1948); ‘the Harrison - Howe 
Award and lectureship (1949), 
and the Merck & Co., Inc., 
Board of Directors Scientific 
Award (1951). 

Dr. Folkers has been a 
George Fisher Baker non-resi- 
dent lecturer in chemistry at 
Cornell University (1953), a 
medical faculties lecturer at 
universities in Sweden, a Re* 
gents’ lecturer at UCLA (1960) 
and a lecturer in Switzerland 
for the American-Swiss Foun- 
dation for Scientific Exchange. 

He has served on the sci- 
ence advisory committee for 
the Institute of Microbiology 
at Rutgers and as chairman 
of the advisory’ committee 
for the Chemistry Depart- 
ment at Princeton. He will 
have a courtesy appointment 
as professor of chemistry at 
Stanford. 

Born Sept. 1, 1906, in Deca 
tur, Ill., Dr. Folkers received 
‘sis Bachelor of Science degree 
‘rom the University of Illinois 
(1928), and the PhD from the 
University of Wisconsin 
(1931). 

He was a postdoctoral re- 
search fellow in organic chem- 
istry at Yale University for 
three years before he joined 
the Laboratory of Pure Re 
search at Merck in 1934. 

Dr. Folkers married the for- 
mer Selma Leona Johnson Ju- 
ly 30, 1932.

Stanford Research Institute 
was established in 1946 by a 
group of West Coast business- 
men and the trustees of Stan- 
ford University.

We're Losing Sight of Mat Tourney Idea 


There’s no doubt that the annual South Peninsula Athletic 
League Invitational Wrestling Tournament Saturday at Rav- 
enswood High School was an unqualified success participation- 
wise.

Some 215 wrestlers fought 235 matches throughout 
the long, long day. That was with four mats being used for 
everything up to the finals, when they cut the number 
down to two. 

A lot of boys got to wrestle, but we wonder if the ones 
whom this meet originally was intended for weren’t kinda left 
out. This first startet off as a novice meet, for boys who had 
never wrestled competitively before. Now it’s been enlarged 
to include all those who haven’t won a league weight division 
crown in the SPAL championship meet that follows the dual 
meet season. 

The result was about what everybody figured—a lot of 
first-team wrestlers competed in the finals, while the true 
novices were eliminated in the earlier rounds by their lack of 
experience and sat watching in the stands. 

True, some of the new faces still were around at the 
end, but by and large the good finals bouts by the old 
familiar names seemed to presage what is to come in the 
dual meet season, again by these same familiar names, 
most of whom were varsity wrestlers last year. 

Each school was allotted three wrestlers in each weight 
division, but the veterans didn’t take long to make their 
presence felt. At best, the Invitational provided opportunity 
for a “wrestle-off” of sorts for two or more boys competing for 
a starting place on a team. 

By not holding it strictly to novices, the coaches and 
tourney director Norm Manoogian were faced with a lot of 
extra bracketing before action started. The matches were sup- 
posed to start at 11 a.m. Saturday but didn’t get going until 
about 1 that afternoon. 

That the last match ended at 10 p.m. sharp is a great 
tribute to the way it was moved along by Manoogian and 
Ravenswood athletic director Howard Costello, the an- 
nouncer, who kept the matches going nonstop for the en- 
tire nine hours, with only one ten-minute break just before 
the finals. Prep wrestlers can’t fight less than an hour 
before their previous match. During the semis they were 
reaching their next matches right to the minute. 

Manoogian, the Ravenswood wrestling coach and prime 
mover of this year’s Invitational, really threw himself in to it. 
He arrived at the gym at 5 a.m. Saturday to take care of many 
details—he and his crew had laid out the mats the night before 
after the Ravenswood-Woodside basketball game. 

He worked right through until the last of the mess was 
cleaned up sometime after 11 that night. Norm’s sole com- 
ment to the press at the tournament’s conclusion: “I’m beat.”

As the new year gets under 
way so, too, does the rosarian’s 
calendar of activities. For Jan- 
uary is not only the month of 
pruning old roses but the busi- 
est month for planting new 


Before rushing out and buy- 
éng the first roses you see ad- 
vertised, however, 
following about selecting and 
planting bareroot rose bushes. 
It is easy to do the wrong 
thing in this respect but just 
as easy to be right, so why 
take a chance. 


The most important step 


comes in the selection of heal- 
thy bareroot stock. It isn’t real- 
ly hard to tell the good from 
the bad. Basically you want to 


determine if the prospective 
purchase seems well formed 
with at least three strong and 
plump canes. Beware of the 
shrivelled looking rose bush 
or that with weak looking 
canes. It is not enough to have 
one good cane if the others 
are less than that. 

Roses are graded No. 1, 1% 
and 2, with No. 1 being the 
best. No. 2 grade is discarded 
by most reputable rose grow- 
ers. Both No. 1 and 1% 
grades should give very good 
results. The thing to watch out 
for is the “bargain” rose... 
especially if it is sold without 
a variety name and just refer- 
red to as “pink,” “yellow,” etc. 

Another thing to remember 
about rose buying is that the

new All-America Rose win- 
ners Tropicana and Royal 
Highness this year are hard 
to get. These are the roses ev- 
erybody wants and supply us- 
ually doesn’t meet the demand, 
so buy yours early. 

There are dozens of yester- 
day’s favorites, however, and 
novice rosarians will certainly 
want to look at some of these. 
Your rose garden wouldn’t be 
complete without such old fa- 
‘vorites as Peace, Queen Fliza- 
beth, Chrysler Imperial, Sut- 
ter’s Gold, Tiffany and others. 

Now for the planting of 
these new roses you bring 
home barercot from the nur- 
sery. The first and most im- 
portant step is to choose a pro- 


per site, and it’s assumed you 
hhave already done this. The 
perfect rose garden should 
have sun for at least half the 
day and more is preferable, 
especially along the coast. It 
should be well drained and the 
soil should be of about neutral 
reaction — neither too acid 
nor too alkaline. 

The planting hole should be 
large enough to permit you to 
spread the roots of your rose 
out. They never should be 
merely crammed into a hole 
in the ground. If the soil is on 
the lean side you will be wise 
to mix it with some planting 
mix and/or compost before 
putting it back into the hole. 
Then mound the soil up in the 
shape of a cone and spread the

roots so that they settle over 
this mound. 

Now look at the base of your 
rose — the area where the 
canes branch out from the 
shank. This is known as the 
bud union and it should be 
used as a guide in determining 
how deep to plant the rose 
bush. In warm climates such as 
we have throughout most of 
California the bud _ union 
should be kept slightly above 
the final soil level — about 
one inch above. 

When the level has been de- 
termined fill in around the 
reots with the soil you have 
taken from the hole and mixed 
with manure or not, as the case 
may be. When the hole is com- 


pletely full, firm the soil in 
with your feet. You want to 
make sure that the soil packs 
firmly about the roots, leaving 
no air pockets. 

Then using your hands or a 
trowel, make a basin around 
the bush. If the bud union has 


ing, scrape the soil away from 
it while you are making this 
basin. This hole becomes your 


be filled with water immedi- 
ately, both to settle soil and 
to keep the roots moist. 

And that’s all there is to it. 
Some rosarians like to mound 
soil up over the bud union 
temporarily to keep it from 
drying out, but others ignore 
this practice.

“Science in Action at Enci- 
nal” will be discussed at the 
school’s PTA meeting tonight 
at 7:30 in the multi-purpose 
room. A seventh and eighth 
grade classroom experiment in 
ecology showing the mainte- 
nance of life in a microcosm 


will be used by the science! 


teacher, Frank Lipousky, to 
show the methods used in 
teaching science. 

Lipousky will demonstrate 
the scientific method of in- 
quiry by having some seventh 
and eighth grade students and 
a few parents form a science 
class and by their own ques- 
tions and answers develop the- 
ories to explain the experi- 
ment. This is the method Li- 
pousky uses in his science 
classes to get students to think 
through and solve a problem. 

The microcosm or little 
world which Lipousky has pre- 
pared for the experiment is a 
large glass jar which is sealed 
and contains aquatic plants 
and animals. This readily 
shows the tendency toward a 
balance in nature among plant 
and animal life and their de- 
pendence on one another. 

Through the discussion, Li- 
pousky will explain his theor- 
ies on the purpose of science 
in elementary schools. He be- 
lieves primarily that science 
should cause more children 
to use the scientific metheod 
of thinking in problem-solving.
